SOFIA, Feb:-6.—The Ministers - of, the 
-powers in Sofia to-day communicated 
to Premier Guechofr tne request of the 
Consuls at Adrianople for permission’ for 
foreigners to leave the town, or-for the 
establishment of.a neutral zone for their 
protection. 

The Premier declined to accéde to thé 
request. He said in explanation that 
there was no precedent for ‘foreigners 
leaving a besieged place under similar 
circumstalices, and there were weighty 
reasons why - Bulgarian headquarters 
could not grant such: permission. Nor 
could ‘a neutral zone be established, as. 
no guarantee: could be given that shells 
would not accidentally fall within the 
zone, and consequently great difficulties 
would be created for the troops engaged 
in the operations. \ 

The Turkish army occupying the penin- 
sula of Gallipoli and defending the Dar- 
danelles, suffered a defeat at the hands 
of the Bulgarian troops to the south of 
the river Kavak yesterday, according to 
a semi-official statement made at the Bul- 
garian War Office. 

The Ottoman troops’ are said to have 
retreated in disorder toward the town of 
Bulair, a small- place to the northeast of 
the city of Gallipoli. They were . aa aga 
hotly by the: Bulgarians. 

The statement concludes that as the rc-

BERLIN, Feb. 6.—All Germany is 
laughing Homerically over the full- 
dress parade of the Strasburg garrison 
on the strength of a bogus telegram 
announcing a visit by the Kaiser. The 
Képenick cobbler has been outdone. 
Every- dispatch from Strasburg adds 
amusing details. oy 
The perpetrator of ‘the hoax, August 
Wolter, turns out to he an ex-Sergeant, 
25 years of age. He was recently dis- 
charged from the colors on account of 
alleged defalcations. He escaped pun- 
ishment on the ground that he was 
mentally deficient, but he objected to 
being publicly brartded as feeble-minded 
and bragged that it would not be. long 
before he performed a feat which 
would show his superiors that he was 
still capable of wondrous things. - 
Accounts differ regarding the exact 
manner in which. he~carried out the 
hoax. Several versions allege that the 
telegram was delivered by Wolter him- 
self, disguised as a telegraph messen- 


! ger, at’ headquarters to the Military 


Governor of. Strasburg. ‘ It. is added 
that it was in cipher. Other versions 
say it was an open message, and simply 
read: z 

ein at 12 o’clock. Am coming by 
motor ‘car and proceeding to the: Poly- 
gon parade ground.

The effect of the message’ was elec- 
tric. Sublimely oblivious to the fact 
that the Kaiser was at that moment at 
Kénigsberg, 1,000 miles away, Gen. 
Baron von Egloffstein, the Military 
Governor of. Strasburg, proceeded to 
act on the Supreme War Lord’s sup- 
posed instructions with the utmost alac- 
rity. 

Fife and drum corps were sent scur- 
rying through the streets to sound the 
alarm in order that all officers and sol- 
diers on leave should hurry back to bar- 
racks with all pdssible speed.. (Prince 
Oscar of Prussia, the Kaiser’s fifth son, 
who. is a student at Strasburg Uni- 
versity, was caught in the midst of a 
noonday ‘canter and made such haste 
to the Polygon ground that he‘ nega 
without his luncheon. 

In the meantime tearfy] scenes were 
taking place in. hundreds of Strasburg 
homes. The populace wefe seized with 
fear that mobilization had been ordered 
and ‘that war was imminent, and the 
sobs of women and children mingled 
with the clatter of men and horses hur- 
rying to headquarters. 

Hardly two hours after the bogus or- 
der had arrived, the entire garrison 
"vas assembled at the Polygon. The 
troops numbered 18,000, exactly half an 
army corps, and their bayonets, rifles, 
and lances shone brilliantly in the mid- 
day sun. 

The event was made still more im- 
pressive by the appearance overliead 

of the new .Zeppelin army airship ‘to 
participate. in -the parade. <As the 
Kaiser, who is seldom late, failed to ar- 
rive at noon, a rumor presently spread 
that his Majest¥ was in the airship, 
and would:land from it. *

between 20,000 and 30,000 spectators 
had waited on the field until 2 o’clock

When the Chief of Police returned to 

he polygon with the information,’ it 
finally dawned on the military 4uthori- 
ties that somebody had been fooled. 
The Military Governor then ordered the 
garrison to execute-some minor parade 
movements, and .the. troop afterward 
marched home. 

Among the most interested spectators 
was the man. Wolter, who caused the 
parade to be held. He said‘ last night, 
after his arrest, that he watch d the 
march out and back. He was evidentty 
well pleased with his day’s work. 

He will probably be sent to an asylum 
for the criminal insane. If placed on 
trial, he can be convicted on any num- 
ber of indictments, ranging from lése 
majesté to forgery. 

The Berliner Morgen Post/recalls the 
fact that the Kaiser himself on a bit- 
terly cold January day in 189% alarmed 
the’ same Strasburg garrison when on 
the way to Kaylsruhe. H_ suddenly or- 
dered. the train to proceed to Strasburg, 
and cautioned the stationmaster at Ap- 
penweir, where the train’s course was 
diverted, that under no circur*stances 
was he to inform Strasburg of his plans. 

Arriving at Strasburg, the Kaiser and 
his suite mounted the horses carried in 
the special train and-rode unrecognized 
through the street. Hailing the first 
soldier he met, an infantry recruit, the 

iser asked: 
.“ Do you know me?” 

“ At your service, your Majesty,” 
plied the frightened- private. 

. “Then show me the way to the main 
guardhouse.” 

The soldier conducted the imperial 
party to the guardhouse, where the 
Kaiser forthwith ordered the garrison 
to be called out. Within a minute the 
streets resounded with the rollcall, and 
half an hour later the first. of the regi- 
ments was on its way to the polygon 
ground, wheré' the Kaiser reviewed the 
troops. He then’ returned to the train 


and proceeded to Karlsruhe. 

The soldier who guided the Kaiser to 
the guardhouse caught cold, as a result 
of becoming overheated in his haste, 
and died a few. days later of pneumonia. 

The Kaiser, hearing of the tragedy, 
sent a beautiful wreath to the soldier’s 
grave.

MARCONI CHARGES. 
ARE ALL WITHDRAWN 


W. R. Lawson’s Accusations 
‘Against British Cabinet Min- 
isters Are Demolished. 


HE HIMSELF SPECULATED 


Had 100 Marconi Shares Running 
While He Was Writing His At- 
‘tacks—His Examination Ended.

LONDON, Friday, Feb. 7.—The jour- 
nalist W. R. Lawson’s ordeal before the 
Parliamentary Marconi Inquiry Com- 
mittee ended yesterday, and, as The 
Daily News says, the effect of the long 
series of admissions forced from him by 
cross-examination is.that nothing re- 
mains of his indictmeht of the Marconi 
contract except the opinion that the 10 
per cent. commission allowed to the 
company was too high.

He Is Appointed a dik ie Vhaanbor of the 
Permanent Hague Court. 


LONDON, .Feb. 6.—The Right Hon. 
James Bryce, British Ambassador at 
Washington, has been appointed by the 
British Government a member of the 
Permanent Court of Arbitration at The 
Hague, 

It was announced at the time of Am- 
bassador Bryce’s resignation that his de- 
parture from the United States -would 
depend upon the settlement, of the Pan- 
ama (Canal question between Great 
Britain- and the United States. 

Sir Cecil Arthut Spring-Rice is to be 
Mr. Bryce’s successor at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Mr. Bryce’s 
appointment as a member of the Per- 
manent Court of Arbitration of The 
Hague is to fill a vacancy to he causea 
next August by the retirement of the 
President of the British delegation, Sir 
Edward Pry, wkeo will then be 80 years 
old. 

It is understood here to be the purpose 
of the British Government to continue 
Mr. Bryce in his present pest until the 
conclusion of the Panama Canal nego- 
tiations. This is upon the presumption 
that the issue may be brought to an 
amicable settlement by direct negotia- 
tion or that an agreement will be reached 
for its arbitration before the expiration 
of the present Administration. If that 
should appear impossible it is expected 
that Mr. Bryce will remain -in Wash- 
ington under the incoming administration 
long enaugh clearly to develop President 
Wilson’s attitude, when the negotiations 
Bd be turned over to Sir Cecil Spring- 

ce. 

Should the canal tolls issue finally Zo to 
arbitfation, it is probable that Mr. Bryce 
will be selected as one of the arbitrators.

A SUBWAY RETROSPECT. 
Any one sufficiently interested in the 
matter to undertake a study of the his- 
tory of subway construction from: its 


persons and principles now -marshaled 
in the savage attack upon the subway 
contracts are themselves responsible for 
the existence of those contracts. If the 
city is making a bad bargain, it is they 
who have forced the bargain upon the 
city.

But under the law as the people's 
friends caused it to be amended that 
“was impossible. We were shut up to 
construction under such contracts as 
those awaiting signature, or_some simi- 
lar. arrangement. When, ‘therefore, the 


‘indefatigable labors of the committee 


of the Public Service Commission, and 
the Board of Estimate had evolved the 
dual subway’ plan, it was manifestly 
the best that was to be hoped for. It 
was, practically the only way to get new 
subways, and THE TIMES again was al- 
most alone in advocating its adoption. 
The opponents of the plan and of the 
contracts are ferociously assailing their 
own work: They do not mince their 
words. If what they say is true, then 
the members of the Public Service Com- 
mission and of the Board of Estimate 
who have assented to the plan, and 
would. approve the contracts if not en- 
joined, are either wicked or incompe- 
tent, or,both. They are accused of bad 
faith, of assenting to illegal procedures, 
of squandering the public money, and 
of concealing from the people of the 
city what they intend to do. Yet these 
men have for three years given their 
nights .and their days to the subway 
negotiations, they have been unsparing 
of their time and their toil. And they 
are men who are held to be as reputa- 
ble, as honest, and as. intelligent as 
any among the virtuous friends of the 
people. They are accused of attempting 
to “railroad” the contracts to execu- 
tion, although they have given months 
to the study of terms and conditions, 
and the meaning of the contracts has 
been over and over again publicly ex- 
plained. It would be easy, possibly it 
would be natural, to retort upon the as- 
sailants of the city's officials and these 


| contracts that their obstructive pro- 


cedures are profligate, that they are 
undertaken not in the interests of the 
people, but in private inttrests, for: mo- 


| tives and for ends that they would not 


‘venture to avow. These things might 
be said, but it would he foolish to say 
them. ‘Access to the courts is free, 
These gentlemen have a right to apply 
for injunctions.

A 
year’s delay in beginning and finishing 
the new subways would cost the people 
more than the highest sum mentioned 
by these gentlemen in ‘their somewhat 
venturesome estimates of the loss which 
the signing of the contracts would in- 
flict upon the city.

However, the habit of overstatement is 
not to: be severely criticised in those 
whose hearts beat so warmly for the 
people. | 

It is well that everybody should un- 
derstand that if these contracts are 
ahandoned, the new subways are.aban- 
doned with them. There is no alterna- 
tive save municipal operation, and that 
is a dream. Dream subways will not 
meet the needs of the people. It is 
sufficiently evident that the city ‘has 
made the best bargain possible under 


contracts ‘would merely mean that after 
losing a great deal of time; perhaps two 
or three years, other contracts of simi- 
lar tenor would be ‘drawn up and signed. 
Otherwise, we: should have to get along 
with the present Subway, which is al- 
ready doing double work. The ‘loud 
outcries we hear from the self-appointed 
friends of the people are only the voice 
of the shallows—the deeps are still 
durnb, that is, the great mass. of the 
people, of the workers, the wage earn- 
ers, the taxpayers, to: whom the.prompt- 
est possible construction of the new 
routes is of vital need, are taking no 
part in the controversy. Their. silence 
threatens to bring loss and siffering 
upon themselves, for if they could find 
@ way to make known what we are

owner. It was to abate them as “ nuis- 
ances running wild.” When the startled 
lawyers perceived the point that Judge 
McApDoo had made against their evasive 
clients they shrank from the courtroom. 
Policemen are guarding to-day some of 
the most notorious, places, and their 
value as real estate has depreciated. 

Assemblyman Levy has introduced a 
bill conformable with this coicmon law 
precedent, providing that the nuis- 
ances may be abated by injunction. 
Relief may thus be obtained in gn 
equity proceeding in the Supreme Court; 
the resort is suppressed for a year, un- 
less the colrt permits the filing of a 
bond to insure against a repetition of 
the nuisance. The amount of the bond 
should be specified in the bill.

The man who sent to the Military Gov- 
ernor of Strasburg, announcing that the 
Emperor was to reach the city within a 
few hours and directing him to prepare a 
suitably martial. reception for the great 
War Lord, merely utilized the familiar 
fact that telegraph messages, as received, 
are signed by telegraph operators, not 
by the senders... /That, with his knowledge 
of the other: familiar fact that: only in 
the rarest instances is the authenticity 
of such signatutes questioned, was all he 
had to work with. It was quite enough 
for his purpose, however, and it would 
be quite enough to make possible the car- 
rying out of a like purpose any day with 
half the inhabitants of any town, large or 
small, where telegraph messages are de- 
livered. 

That advantage of these opportunities 
to make trouble or embarrassment is so 
rarely: taken that everybody acts upon 
the assumption ‘that it never ‘will ‘be: is 
net due to care taken’ by. the télegraplt 
companies to: preyent. the sending of un- 
authorized and falsely: signed ‘messages, 
for ‘the care taken is not much, and in 
the very nature of things cannot be very 
effective against a desire to deceive. The 
explanation must be the same as that 
which accounts for the fact that a sheet 
of glass keeps out thieves almost as well 
as a brick wall. The vast majority of us, 
perhaps from an underlying sense of our 
own defenselessness from such attacks, 
have, entered into a tacit contract with 
humanity not to commit them. We as- 
sume that other people will not break our 
windows or send us faise telegraph mes- 
sages, and the assumption stands the 
pragmatic test—it works, and we go about 

our business, treating the minute possi- 
bility that somebody will violate . the 
agreement as negligible. 

We have to do so, in these and a thou- 
sand similar cases, or life would be in- 
tolerable. If we had to test every bridge 
before we crossed it we'd never get far 
from home.

These 
two incidents:at the Sherman celebration 
to-morrow will give special interest to 
the, proceedings of the Senate and will 
break-a precedent that may very well. re- 
sult in-a more perfect understanding be- 
tween the several departments of the Gov- 
ernment, to the general advantage of the 
country.

During the Adrhiniatresion of Washing- 
ton and John Adams .t was the custom 
of the President, at the opening of each 
session of Congress, to meet both. houses, 
and deliver’ a written speech, to which 
in the course of a few days each house 
would make answer through a committee 
appointed to wait on the President, and 
the President, in turn, would acknowledge 
by a brief reply. This plan was changed 
by Thomas Jefferson at the beginning of 
his first term as President. Instead of 
meeting the -houses of Congress, and ad- 
dressing them personally, he sent them a 
written message, thus substituting més- 
sages for speeches. In a letter:to Aaron 
Burr, the President of the Senate, Decem- 
ber 8, 1801, he set forth the reasons for 
the change In these words: 

The circumstances!'under which we find 
ourselves at this place. rendering inconvenient 


' the mode heretofore practiced of making, by 


personal address, the first communica- 
tions between the legislative and. executive 
branches, I‘have adopted that by message, as 
used: on all subsequent occasions through the 
session.. In doing this I have. had principal 
regard to the conventence. of the Legislature, 
to the economy of their time, to their relief 
from the embarrassment of immediate an- 
swers On subjects not yet fully before them, 
and to the benefits thence resulting to the 
public affairs, Trusting that a procedure 
founded on these motjves will meet their ap- 
probation, I beg leave through -you, Sir, to 
with the 
documents accompanying it, to the honorable 
the Senate, and pray ‘you to accept for your- 
self and them the homage of my high regard 
and consideration. 


* That was the beginning of the custom 
of the ‘President communicating with the 
Congress by written message and not by 
word of mouth, a custom’ that has been 
invariably followed by all Jefferson’s suc- 
cessors in. office. ;

In an address to the. Jefferson Club of 
St. Louis in October, 1895, on the occasion 
of unveiling the Benjamin Harvey bust of 
Jefferson, Senator George G. Vest, one 
of the strong men of his ‘day, and for 
whom Missouri: has \found no’ worthy 
successor, spoke in terms of eulogy of 
Jefferson’s passports. to immortality— 
“the rights of man, religious liberty, and 
universal education.” In this address 
Senator. Vest, though protesting that he 
would ‘“‘ worship no mortal man, living or 
dead,”’ if he 
shrine it+would be “with uncovered head 
and 16Ving heart’ at the grave of Thomas 
Jefferson,” said that “thé absurd cus- 
tom of Congress being opened by’ the 
President with a personal address had 
been adopted in imitation of the English 
system,” and that the Jefferson plan 
had ever since been- followed. There is 
no law on the-subject. It is a matter of 
taste and convenience, a question which 
every President can settle for himself. 
Jefferson also followed some other plans 
which have.rarely or never been imitated 
by his successors. Senator Vest said? 


The .new President rode to the Capitol on 
horseback, hitched his steed to. the palings, 
and quietly took the oath of office.. There 
was no procession, no inaugural ball, no 
show and pardde. * * * He also refused

BIG OLIVE OIL DEMAND. 


Imports Doubled In Five Years—High 
Duty Keeps Price Up. 


Olive oil was never in such active de- 
mand in this country as it is to-day. 
While it is impossible to gauge accurately 
the imports into this country, they are 
very large, some hundreds of thousands 
of gallons, and are increasing each year. 
According to one prominent authority, 
they have doubled in ‘the last five years; 
and at the present rate of increasé. they 
will dguble again within a similar period. 

Most of the olive ‘oil received in ‘this

unsettled, As many look at the matter 
this would have teft the Southern Pacific 
in turn open to attack on its ownership 
of thé Central Pacific, which legically is 
part of the Union Pacifie, rather than of the 
Southern Pacific system. By firmly in- 
sisting upon thé se ion of the Central 
from the Southern, Mr. Wickersham had 
a very large part in making possible the 
plan which was presented for the approval 
of the Directors. of the Union and South- 
ern Pacific Companies .yesterday. To 
aave left the ownership of the Central 
Pacific in a position in which it would; 
reasonably be open to attack by the Gov- 
ernment would have been piling up fresh

GOOD WORK FOR HORSES. 


President Belais Gives Humane So- 
clty’s Record of a Year. 


The annual meeting of the Humane So- 
ciety of New York was held at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria yesterday afternoon, and 
David Belais, who was re-elected Presi- 
dent of the society, told in some. detail 
what the society had actomplished in the 
last twelve—months. : 

“Our Superintendent’s report enumer- 
ates-the prosecution of 8,664 cases,’’ said 
he. ‘‘ Of these cases, the Judges in Spe- 
cial Sessions discharged nine, ithe Magis- 
trates 182, and 15 aré stil] pending, so that 
of the entire number of 3,664 cases we ob- 
tained convictions in 3, 508 cases. Ih other 
words, we were justified In over 98. per 
cent. of the charges we made. 

‘*But this, though it is the. principal 
part, is only one part of our work. Another 
part of our activity deals wi the ex- 
aminations and relief. of horsés\ and the 
inspection of cases brought°to our notice. 

‘In the past- year our agents examined 
55,278 horaes and relieved 9,814. hey also 
investigated 622 cases and destroyed 27 
horses, dogs, and cats, which it was kind- 
ness’ to put gut of: existépce.”’
